Mass, repeals 1913 law, 
allowing out-of-state 
same-sex couples to wed

BOSTON Massachusetts on Thursday began allow- 
ing any gay couple to get married there as Gov 
Deval Patrick signed a bill repealing a 1913 law that 
had blocked most out-of-state same-sex couples 
from tying the knot. 

The old law barred couples from marrying in 
Massachusetts if their union would not be legal in 
their own states. 

Patrick said the repeal shows that “equal means 
equal” in Massachusetts, where a 2003 ruling by the 
state’s highest court made gay marriage legal ayear 
later. 

“In five years now ... the sky has not fallen, the 
Earth has not opened to swallow us all up, and more 
to the point, thousands and thousands of good peo- 
ple-contributing members of our society— are 


able to make free decisions about their personal 
future, and we ought to seek to affirm that every 
chance we can,” said Patrick, who has an 18 -year- 
old daughter who recently came out publicly as a 
lesbian. 

Out-of-state gay couples were able to marry as 
soon as Thursday because lawmakers included a 
provision to make the repeal effective immediately 
“We’re being recognized as a married couple,” 
said Joy Spring, of Middletown, N. Y, who planned 
to marry her partner of seven years, Carla Barbano, 
in Provincetown on Friday 
Their ii-year-old daughter, Lizzy, will exchange 
rings with the couple at the ceremony 
“It’s extremely important. If something hap- 
pened to one of us she’d always be taken care of,” 
said Spring, who joined Barbano in a civil union in 
2006 inNew Y)rk. 

The couple is from one of the few states that will 
recognize their union: New Y)rk Gov David Pater- 
son said earlier this year that state law requires rec- 
ognition of legal marriages performed elsewhere. 


THE DEBATE 

Supporters of repealing the 1913 law ban- 
ning out-of-state same-sex couples from mar- 
rying said the old law had the taint of racism 
because it was passed 95 years ago as states 
tried to prevent interracial marriages. 

Opponents said it prevented Massachusetts 
from interfering with the decisions of other 
states— the overwhelming majority of which 
specifically bar same-sex marriage. [ ap ] 

A state study estimates that more than 30,000 
out-of-state gay couples— most of them from New 
Y)rk— will wed in Massachusetts over the next 
three years. That would boost the state’s economy 
by $iii million and create 330 jobs, the study esti- 
mated. 

The California Supreme Court ruled this year 
that same-sex marriage is legal, and Rhode Island 
law is quiet on the subject. Other states specifically 
forbid it, though a few allow same-sex civil unions.

Requiem 
for a pet cat 


A few days after my wife and I put our 
cat Tuli to sleep, we received a lovely 
sympathy card from the workers at the 
animal hospital. 

The card was probably standard for all 
pet owners, but still it was handwritten 
and incredibly thoughtful. 

Only one problem: We weren’t in 
mourning. 

You see, Tuli was a pain in the ass, and 
not because he was old and fading. He 
had been a thorn in Jill’s side almost from 
the day she got him as a kitty 13 years ago. 

By the time I came into Jill’s life 6V2 
years later, Tuli was pushing 25 pounds, 
bit anybody who came near him and was 
almost universally disliked by her friends 
and family (including myself). 

Tuli would come around every once in a 
while to get a hug from Jill, but even that 
was fraught with problems because he’d 
drool in her hair. 

When he started to fade a few months 
ago, Tuli could barely get around 
the house anymore. His front right 
paw bent at a gruesome angle when 
he walked, and he was hit or miss on 
making it to the litter box. It was not 
fun to watch. 

Things got so bad at the end that he 
wasn’t really able to clean himself, and as a 
result our house paid the price. I won’t go 
into detail, but it wasn’t pretty 

Factor in that we have two small 
children who could not resist going to play 
with the “cat’s potty” and, well, we talked 
openly about Tuli’s eventual demise. 

We didn’t wish for it, but we were ready 
when he was. 

One day, about a month ago, we 
decided to take Tuli to the vet to see what 
he thought. 

When we told the vet what was going 
on with him, he was very clear that Tuli 
was a candidate for euthanization and 
would support whatever decision we 
made. 


That’s when we were faced with a real 
dilemma, one that some cat owners, and 
perhaps dog owners, have to deal with: 
How do you make a decision to end 
the life of a pet you’ve got a love-hate 
relationship with? 

The truth is that there were moments 
both Jill and I did love Tuli. He liked to 
let me scratch under his chin while I 
watched TV, and he never got tired of 
cuddling up to Jill. 

I’m certain there are far more cat 
owners who would be devastated by the 
death of their beloved friends than there 
are owners like my wife and me. Don’t 
think I don’t know that. 

We had a contest on RedEye’s Web 
site earlier this year to pick “Chicago’s 
Most Beautiful Cat,” and we had nearly 
2,000 submissions. They were often 
accompanied by charming descriptions 
that made clear these pets were members 
of the family 

Tuli was somewhere between a family 
member and a houseguest who wouldn’t 
leave. 

We would never have given away Tuli or 
gotten rid of him before it was his time. 
We just kind of figured he’d just, you 
know, die one day 

When the time came to make the 
appointment to have him put down, we 
couldn’t do it at first, for all the reasons 
you’d never want to end the life of a living 
creature. 

Well, that passed. And last week we 
took Tuli in and said our goodbyes. 

We’d spent the past few days discussing 
what we’d tell the kids about Tuli. Do 
we tell them about kitty heaven? Should 
we lie and say he ran away or be totally 
honest and start explaining life and 
death? 

Maybe one day we’ll have one of those 
conversations. They still haven’t noticed 
he’s gone. 

But trust me, I have.

AUSTIN, Texas Following what authorities 
described as the most promising 
development they had seen in the Lane 
Bryant case, investigators traveled to Texas 
this week to interview former members of 
a southwest suburban church where one of 
the victims had been an assistant pastor. 

Starting Tuesday, authorities spoke with 
members of Embassy Christian Center, 
the Crest Hill, 111 ., church where Lane 
Bryant manager Rhoda McFarland served 
as associate pastor for several years. 

McFarland left Embassy in 2006 in a 
disagreement with the pastor and others 
that was largely over the finances of the 
church, a law-enforcement source and 
several former church members said. 

The fact that investigators are 
aggressively pursuing the church angle 
signals they are looking at scenarios far 
different from the botched-robbery 
theory authorities have publicly 
discussed. 

An advance team of investigators 
traveled to the Austin area last week to 
scout out addresses they needed to visit 
and to coordinate with local police. 

Similar interviews were conducted 
Tuesday in the Chicago area. 

No church members have been accused 
of playing a role in the killings. 

On Feb. 2, McFarland went to work 
at Lane Bryant in Tinley Park. Shortly 
after opening, an unknown man forced 
McFarland, a sales associate and four 
customers into a back room, where he 
bound their hands behind their backs with 
duct tape and covered their faces with 
clothing. 

McFarland managed to free herself from 
the tape and called 911. 

When the man returned, he opened 
fire, killing her and four other women. 
A 33-year-old woman survived a gunshot 
wound in the neck and has been working 
with police to identify the man. 

In addition to McFarland, those killed 
included Jennifer L. Bishop of South Bend, 
Ind.; Carrie A. Chiuso of Frankfort; Sarah 
T. Szafranski of Oak Forest; and Connie 
R. Woolfolk of Flossmoor.

Mayor Daley on Thursday defended 
his move to boot vehicles with just two 
parking tickets as justified when the city 
budget is short by several hundred mil- 
lion dollars. 

Collecting all the unpaid fines would 
mean $48 million for Chicago, the mayor 
said. 

“This is not Mayor Daley’s debt. This is 
the people of the city of Chicago,” Daley 
said. “Now they don’t want their taxes to 
go up $48 million, do they? No. We just 
say, just pay your debt.” 

But the city’s windfall would come at 
the expense of more residents greeted by 
cars immobilized by the dreaded bright- 
yellow metal boot. Currently, drivers have 
to pile up three unpaid tickets before get- 
ting “the boot.” Dropping the number of 
tickets to two would leave 208,000 driv- 
ers trying to dodge city crews. 

Daley said repeat violators with finan- 
cial problems can work out payment 
plans with the city: “If you’re struggling, 
with poverty and all that, we have pro- 
grams you can work on ... You come in 
and say, T’m on welfare, I’m doing this 
and that,’ we can put you on a program.” 


Aid. Edward Burke (14th), the influ- 
ential chairman of the City Council’s 
Finance Committee, is among those who 
don’t like Daley’s idea of lowering the 
threshold for booting cars. 

“I would think that three tickets now 
seems to be working all right, and with 
the economic conditions that our con- 
stituents are facing, I don’t think adding 
this additional burden to their already 
beleaguered economic existence is a good 
idea,” Burke said. 

Aid. Robert Fioretti (2nd) agreed with 
Burke. 

“It is going too far, in terms of our 
approach of collecting revenue from 
scofflaws, because there are a lot of peo- 
ple with two tickets who are willing to 
pay their tickets who feel they didn’t have 
adequate notice,” Fioretti said. 

And Aid. Willie Cochran (20th) said 
he “would have to be convinced to vote 
in favor of something like that ... It’s not 
hard to get two tickets.” 

Other members of the council, which 
almost never defies Daley’s wishes, said 
they supported the change.

Home raided 
in connection 
with bombing 

The west suburban home of a reputed 
mobster was among the locations raided 
by federal agents investigating a 2003 pipe- 
bombing outside a Berwyn video and vend- 
ing machine business. 

Authorities confirmed searching a home 
in the 3000 block of Kensington Avenue in 
Westchester that is registered to Michael 
Sarno, 50, who was convicted in the early 
1990S of being part of a crime family led by 
mobster Ernest Rocco Infelice. Sources said 
Sarno, who was released from federal prison 
in 1999, was the target of the search and that 
a large amount of cash was recovered. 

Sarno has not been charged with any 
wrongdoing in connection with the bombing. 
He could not be reached Thursday for com- 
ment, and his lawyer declined to comment. 

On Thursday authorities unsealed an indict- 
ment against Samuel Volpendesto, 84, of Oak 
Brook and Mark Polchan, 41, of Justice fol- 
lowing a series of raids across the Chicago area 
Wednesday by the FBI and Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives. In addition 
to the search at Sarno’s home, raids were con- 
ducted on Polchan’s Cicero pawn shop, Gold- 
berg Jewelers, and three clubhouses of the Out- 
laws Motorcycle Club in Chicago, Elgin and 
Kankakee. 

During an initial appearance Thursday in 
federal court, Volpendesto was all smiles. 

“Looks like I’m having fun, huh?” he said as 
he held up his handcuffs for reporters. 

Both Volpendesto and Polchan were 
charged in connection with a nighttime 
explosion outside C&S Coin Operated 
Amusements in Berwyn. No one was injured, 
but the blast blew out windows and caused 
extensive interior damage. 

A lawyer for Volpendesto and Polchan 
denied either has connections to the Chica- 
go Outfit or the Outlaws. Volpendesto was 
charged in 1990 in the baseball bat beating of 
a government witness who was cooperating 
against Infelice. Salerno said the charge was 
later dismissed. 

Prosecutors declined to comment on the 
scope of the investigation that snared Pol- 
chan and Volpendesto. Both face up to life in 
prison if convicted, authorities said. 


Two people have died in the last two days 
after being pulled from Chicago-area pools, 
officials said. 

On Thursday morning, an unidentified male 
victim was found floating in the Ada Park pool, 
in the 11200 block of Ada Street in the Morgan 
Park neighborhood. 

A Chicago Park District employee spotted the 
body in the water, officials said. Chicago police 
were conducting a death investigation but could 
not immediately provide further details. 

Park District officials said the pool was 
closed so authorities could conduct an investi- 
gation. An autopsy is scheduled for Friday 

In a separate incident, a north suburban 
teenager drowned Wednesday afternoon while 
swimming with friends in a pool at a Waukegan 


apartment complex, authorities said. 

Police and fire personnel responded about 
4:45 p.m. to the Cinnamon Lake Towers in the 
2700 block of Glen Flora Avenue to a call of an 
unresponsive person pulled from the pool, said 
Waukegan Deputy Fire Chief Dan Thung. 

“Witnesses said the patient was in the pool 
when he started to call out that he was drown- 
ing,” Young said. “The witnesses thought he 
was joking around.” 

But after the teen, Darius Smith, 17, of the 
2000 block of Dickey Avenue, North Chicago, 
became unconscious, bystanders pulled him 
from the water and called 911. 

Smith was taken to Vista East Medical Center in 
Waukegan, where he was pronounced dead at 5:50 
p.m., said Lake County Coroner Richard Keller.

Scrabulous returns 
with new name, leek 


NEW YORK Scrabulous is back on Facebook, but 
Kd now it has a new name, new rules and circular 
tiles that could help its makers skirt legal claims from 
the owners of Scrabble. 

The return came less than two days after the cre- 
ators of Scrabulous blocked their popular version of 
the word game from U.S. and Canadian users of Face- 
book. The Indian brothers behind Scrabulous had 
gotten sued in federal court by Hasbro, the owner of 
Scrabble ’s North American rights. 

Now, the game has reappeared with the name 
Wordscraper. And instead of Scrabble-like square 
tiles, Wordscraper has circles. The tiles earning dou- 
ble and triple points have been rearranged, and tiles 
for quadruple points have been added. 

Whether those design changes will protect the cre- 
ators from claims of copyright infringement remains 
to be seen. 


WHAT’S THE WORD? 

Word of the rechristened game started spreading 
through blogs late Wednesday, and by Thursday 
afternoon thousands of Facebook users already 
had added the application.

Trade for Junior 
shakes up Sox’s lineup

MINNEAPOLIS White Sox General Manager 
Ken Williams waited four months for Paul 
Konerko and Nick Swisher to break out of 
their slumps. 

But after running out of patience, Wil- 
liams pulled off a stunning trade in less than 
24 hours Thursday when he acquired 13- time 
All-Star slugger Ken Griffey Jr. from Cin- 
cinnati for reliever Nick Masset and minor- 
league infielder Danny Richar before the 
trading deadline. 

“We believe we’re definitely going to 
have to hit more in the second half than we 
hit in the first half,” Williams said of the 
Sox’s mission to hold onto first place in the 
American League Central and advance to 
the playoffs. 

The Sox will pay Griffey the pro-rated 
minimum for 2008 and half of his $4 million 
buyout for 2009. 

“I had posters of that guy when I was 


growing up,” said Swisher, who will give up 
his No. 30 jersey to Griffey, sixth on the all- 
time home-run list with 608. “I think it’s 
going to be an awesome thing to have him 
here, not just because of the way he plays the 
game but his leadership abilities.” 

The Sox’s success in the final two months 
could depend on how much Griffey, 38, can 
strengthen the offense without sacrificing 
too much defensively Manager Ozzie Guil- 
len said Griffey will play centerfield, a posi- 
tion he hasn’t played since 2006, and occa- 
sionally serve as the designated hitter. 

Griffey will start Friday night at Kansas 
City and will bat sixth or seventh, Guillen 
said. 

“When I talked to Junior, he was very 
honest and that’s what we want from our 
players,” said Williams, whose trade stunned 
several of his own top-level scouts. “He said, 
‘I have to tell you, I don’t know that you’re 
going to see the guy from Seattle.’ I said, 
‘We’re not looking for that guy from Seattle. 
What we’re looking for is for you to use your 
instincts.’ ” 

The addition of Griffey allows Guillen to

The unthinkable ... 
Favre to the Bears? 


BOURBONNAIS Rex Grossman

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Seeing Scars 

System of a Down’s break opens door for new band

“I don’t get it when people complain 
that baseball games are too long,” says 
Daron Malakian, watching the action 
from a seat behind home plate at L.A.’s 
Dodger Stadium during one of the team’s 
recent home games. “This is my favorite 
place in the world. I don’t care how long it 
goes, I’ll be here to the end.” 

This most wholesome and mainstream 
of settings probably isn’t the place you’d 
picture as Malakian’s chosen refuge, given 
the apocalyptic, dissident, disillusioned, 
angry, irreligious scenarios that belch from 
the self-titled debut album by his new 
band. Scars on Broadway 

“Icbu’ve never seen the sky like thisAbu 
never want to die like this,” he sings in “Uni- 
verse,” a grand anthem that describes what 
might be an environmental catastrophe. In 
the Bowie- tinged ballad “3005,” he watches 
from a spaceship as civilization and “resur- 
rection junkies”— his term for those addict- 
ed to religion— sink below the surface. And 
what is it they say in the band’s single “They 
Say”? They say “it’s all about to end.” 

“It’s what’s around me. It’s what I hear, 
it’s what I see, it’s what I’m absorbing like a 
sponge,” says Malakian, 33. “It’s the times 
we’re living in, and I think as an artist I’m 


just trying to put my finger on that.” 

Not that he’s on a mission. In fact, when 
he writes— always alone at home— it’s more 
like a mystery 

“I consider myself a medium to it all. 
There’s something there, and then there’s a 
song, and then there’s me,” Malakian says. A 
lot of times, I don’t feel responsible for the 
songs myself But that’s my job or my place 
in life, to keep my search and catch the ideas 
before they pass me by” 

Malakian’s methods helped make his 
other band. System of a Down, one of the 
most commercially successful and criti- 
cally admired groups in hard rock, and that 
audience is primed for “Scars on Broadway” 
which was released this week. Malakian isn’t 
the only System mainstay in the group— he 
brought bandmate John Dolmayan into 
Scars as co-leader after a couple of other 
drummers didn’t work out. 

Along with Metallica’s upcoming return, 
the Scars album figures to be one of the hard- 
rock highlights of the second half of the year. 
“They Say” registered 100,000 downloads 
when it went up free on iTunes, and the 
group (rounded out by guitarist Franky Per- 
ez, keyboardist Danny Shamoun and bassist 
Dominic Cifarelli) made a few buzz-building 
appearances in the spring. 


An only child, Malakian was born and 
spent his early childhood in Hollywood in a 
family of Armenian heritage. They moved 
to Glendale, where he and his friends at one 
point noticed swastika-like designs engraved 
in some old lampposts near his high school — 
the scars on Broadway that would later give 
his band its name. 

He and flamboyant singer-songwriter Serj 
Tankian formed the front line and creative 
core of System of a Down, which began in 
1995 and whose combination of aggressive 
power, musical eccentricity and political 
outspokenness made it one of the most pop- 
ular hard-rock bands of this decade. 


In 2006, the group announced that it 
would take an indefinite break, and “Scars 
on Broadway” follows Tankian’s “Elect the 
Dead” as the second album to come out 
during the hiatus— a term that seems all 
right with everyone involved except Mala- 
kian. 

“I see it as a separation,” he says. “We’re 
separated but didn’t get divorced, and 
there’s a door that’s open that someday 
we may get together and play. But I’m 
headed down the Scars highway right now, 
and that’s it. I don’t have any plans, and 
nobody I think has any plans, to re-create 
or do anything with System right now.” 


From Broadway to highway

before becoming PBS’ answer to Enya. 

“I think people assume that if you’re 
from the theater that you’re going to sing 
with a certain kind of sound, and it’s going 
to be overly emotional and have lots of 
vibrato,” Menzel said in a recent phone 
interview “Pop music now has come to be 
the anti-voice or something.” 


For career inspiration, Menzel, who 
starred in the screen version of “Rent” 
and the Disney movie musical “Enchant- 
ed,” looks to Streisand and Bette Midler, 
another singer who went from theater 
in Midler’s case, gay bath house revues 
to concert, recording and film success. 
For stylistic inspiration, her role model is 
Annie Lennox. 

“She’s extremely theatrical and very 
emotional when she sings,” Menzel said of 
Lennox. “She was sort of my template for 
being able to come from the theater and 
still write original music. She kind of com- 
bines the worlds for me and gives me per- 
mission to say ‘So what if I come from a 
Broadway show? I can touch you with my 
own lyrics, I can be soulful, and I also can 
be very dramatic.’? ” 

Menzel, 37, is doing her tour up right, 
driving from town to town in a well- 
appointed bus. “This is something I’ve 
always wanted to do,” she said. “Perform- 
ing my own music from my own album on 
the road.”

Local faves Flosstradamus 
break out of dance scene

Flosstradamus enters its second Lollapalooza on 
its reputation for throwing a party 
The Chicago-based duo, made of Curt Cameruci, 
a.k.a. DJ Autobot, and Josh %ung, a.k.a. JiK, has yet 
to release an official album. 

Cameruci, 27, and Young, 
24, began building their name 
in late 2005 by throwing par- 
ties at the Town Hall Pub in 
Boystown. 

“We have no record to pro- 
mote or even a single to pro- 
mote when we hit the road,” 
Young said. “We more or less 
went off the hype of the par- 
ties in Chicago.” 

The band, which special- 
izes in slamming disparate 
artists — think Kanye West 
and Sigur Ros — together into 
seamless dance tracks with an 
anchor in hip-hop, is part of a 
group of self-starting artists 
who work mostly in remixes and who release mate- 
rial over the Internet the minute they produce it. 

YDung said he calls it the “i” generation, after phe- 
nomena such as the iPhone, iTunes and iLike. He 
said it represented a positive shift because more 
people with talent get a chance to break out. 

‘Anyone on the dance floor is going to be able to 
tell,” he said. “Even if you have all the best tracks, 
you might not be able to rock the party You still 
have to know how to DJ.” 

Flosstradamus makes it a point to collaborate 
with and promote other like-minded local artists, 
such as fellow Lollapalooza performers Kid Sister, 
who is Young’s older sibling, and The Cool Kids. 

The band has started on a record of original tracks 
that likely will feature many of those artists. That 
doesn’t mean, however, that they’re leaving behind 
the desire to have a good time. 

“It’s a special set that’s going to be going down,” 
Y)ung said of Lollapalooza. “If we’re doing a festival 
in Chicago, we’re going to do it big.”

Big names, big stories descend on Grant Park this weekend 


Red Eye 

Radiohead. Nine Inch Nails. Kanye 
West. Barack Obama. 

Barack Obama? 

Yes, the Democratic presidential candi- 
date from Chicago is among the big stories 
as Lollapalooza opens. Obama is rumored 
to be making an appearance at one of the 
main stages during the weekend. 

Will it be to introduce Kanye West on 
Sunday? The Chicago hip-hop star is on 
record as being in Obama’s corner. How 
about another hometown act, Wilco, on 
Saturday? The band already has performed 
in support of Obama. Introducing politi- 
cally charged rockers Rage Against the 
Machine on Saturday also would make a 
unique statement. 

Wherever Obama ends up, he’ll be seen by tens of 
thousands of music fans rocking— and sweating— in 
Grant Park. On Friday, it could be as much as 75,000. 
Lolla promoters said earlier this week that Radiohead’s 
headlining show had sold out. 

The rabid demand for the British band is under- 
standable. Frontman Thom Y)rke and Co. have scored 


No. I albums and have become critical 
faves since the song “Creep” put them 
on the map in 1992. The band’s latest, “In 
Rainbows,” debuted at the top of the Bill- 
board album chart earlier this year even 
after the band offered it as a download 
online late last year. 

West is no stranger to success either. 
He essentially closes Lollapalooza with an 
8:30 p.m. set on Sunday He’s dealing with 
much more negative press since his much- 
ballyhooed appearance at the Bonnaroo 
Music and Arts Festival in June. 

West was due to take the stage around 
2:45 a.m., but Pearl Jam, who played before 
West, went over their set time by 45 min- 
utes. West took the stage at 4:30 a.m., 
and soon his Glow in the Dark tour was 
fighting with the rising sun, so he cut his set short. The 
crowd— and fellow Bonnaroo performers— were unhap- 
py A wave of criticism followed. 

West can seek a form of redemption in front of a home- 
town crowd as the fest’s last performer Sunday And if 
Obama introduces him, people might not utter the word

Danger Mouse helps push 
Black Keys to next level

Load up your iPod with Black Keys songs, shut 
your eyes and press play, and you’d never guess you 
were listening to a couple of twentysomething white 
dudes from Akron, Ohio. You’re hearing a blues 
racket that could easily be confused for the vinyl 
snap-crackle-poppin’ jangle of a mid-century Mis- 
sissippi field recording. 

But the evidence is right in your ears — and it’ll 
be on stage Friday at Lollapalooza— an irresistibly 
tangy combo of singer-guitarist Dan Auerbach’s 
wholly unexpected vocals and Patrick Carney’s 
drum work. 

The Black Keys have been doing their blues-rock 
thing since they were teens, putting out their first 
album, “The Big Come Up,” in 2002. Largely sticking 
to that gritty, old-school approach, the duo has been 
building momentum ever since. That’s why the son- 
ic chances the band took on their latest CD ‘Attack 
& Release”— and the left-of-field collaborator they 
chose to work with— have caused such a buzz. 

While the Keys’ new disc 
is much more robust when it 
comes to instrumentation and 
studio trickery, the live show 
remains just Auerbach and 
Carney— their guitar, drums 
and voices. 

“Attack & Release” marks 
a welcome evolution in sound, being the first time 
they used an outside producer. And they didn’t 
choose just any old soundboard hack. They went 
with maestro Danger Mouse (Brian Burton), prob- 
ably best-known as one half of soul-pop chart-top- 
pers Gnarls Barkley 

What happened wasn’t the normal working rela- 
tionship between a superproducer and an established 
group looking for a new direction. Danger Mouse 
encouraged the Keys to keep doing their thing, only 
better, thicker, more elaborate. More instruments, 
more tracks, maybe a teensy bit less analog whine. 

“Brian was just like another musician. He wasn’t 
bossy or overpowering. He told me with my vocals 
that he liked the way I sing and said whether or not 
I get a take it’s really going to be up to me,” Auer- 
bach says. “He didn’t really want to have any say in 
it. He’s sort of got this hands-off approach. He’ll 
step in when he thinks he needs to, and it was cool 
to have someone else there to keep us focused.” 

The Black Keys’ crank-it-out ethos and big song 
catalog is quite a treat in an industry where bands fre- 
quently wait three or four years between albums. With 
‘Attack & Release” now on shelves— the fifth disc 
in seven years— Auerbach says that his and Carney’s 
notebooks already are brimming with new material, 
and they’re just about ready to cut another record. 

“We’re already planning on our next record,” Auer- 
bach says. “It’s what we do. We love it. It’s fun for us 
to get in a studio and record. It’s what we live for.”

‘Knight’ drawing ‘Titanic’-sized audiences

It’s as hallowed a statistic to Hollywood as 
Joe DiMaggio’s 56 -game hitting streak is to 
baseball: “Titanic’s” record box-office gross 
of $600.8 million. All of a sudden, that mark 
might be within “The Dark Knight’s” reach. 

Distribution executives have started 
debating in earnest the potential total 
“Dark Knight” haul, which already has 
passed $300 million and is projected to 
eclipse the $400 -million mark on Monday 
or Tuesday Although half a dozen industry 
insiders surveyed Monday said “Titanic’s” 
record appeared safe for now, the majority 
of distribution executives placed the film’s 
probable final gross just past $500 mil- 
lion, thanks in part to repeat business from 
across the audience spectrum. 

That would make “The Dark Knight” 
the second-highest grossing film ever. 

In its second week of release, “The Dark 
Knight” grossed $75.2 million, for total 
sales of $313.7 million. The Warner Bros, 
sequel’s performance was especially strong 
Sunday, with a gross of $23.7 million. Rival 
distributors said that was evidence that 
older moviegoers, families, Hispanic and 
black audiences were flocking to the film. 


because those moviegoers tend to turn out 
at the end of the weekend. 

The film appears on track to pass the 
$400 million mark as early as Monday, in 
which case “The Dark Knight” would pass 
that benchmark in its i8th day of release. 
The film to have passed $400 million 
most quickly up until now is “Shrek 2,” 
which took 43 days to get there. 

“Titanic,” which opened in 1997 but did 
most of its business in 1998, was the nation’s 
No. I film for 15 weeks in a row Although it 
never sparked weekend business like “The 
Dark Knight,” writer-director James Cam- 
eron’s epic love story generated enormous 
repeat business from teen girls. 

“The Dark Knight” also is drawing a 
steady stream of repeaters; one rival dis- 
tribution executive said his teenagers had 
seen the film three times. And that kind of 
can’t-get-enough interest has helped start 
the “Titanic” comparisons. 

“We are honored to be considered in 
that company,” said Dan Fellman, domes- 
tic distribution chief for Warner Bros. 
“But I think Titanic’ will hold that record 
for eternity” 

Because “Titanic” came out when movie 


tickets were much cheaper (an average of 
$4.69 in 1998), it still could have sold more 
tickets than the “Dark Knight” even if 
the latter film ends up grossing more. The 
average movie ticket probably will run 
about $7 this year. 

Regardless of inflation’s effect, “The 
Dark Knight” is clearly the story of Holly- 


wood’s summer. 

“This has become a cultural phenome- 
non on so many levels,” said Greg Foster, 
the president for Imax Filmed Entertain- 
ment, whose “Dark Knight” sales have 
surpassed $16.4 million, a record. “Even 
my dad (septuagenarian movie producer 
David Foster) has seen it three times.”

Bryan Powell turned to the Internet 
two years ago in search of ideas for a built- 
in barbecue, bar and a slate-tile patio he 
wanted to construct in his back yard in 
Castro Valley, Calif 

Instead of finding ideas to inspire his 
project, he found frustration. 

“There was not one single place on the 
Internet where I could go to view pictures 
of people’s yards and projects,” Powell says. 

So he created one. 

The site, yardshare.com, launched in 
February and features some 130 user-sub- 
mitted yard and garden projects featuring 
more than 3,000 photos. Powell says the 
site attracts 75 to 100 visitors a day 

Powell, 29, works by day as a client rela- 
tionship manager at a finance company in 
San Francisco. Before creating TardShare, 
he had no experience building a Web site. 

So he taught himself 

“I bought a book and some software,” 
Powell says. It took him seven months of

working 18 -hour days— combined with his 
“real” job — to get the site to the point where 
it was ready to be launched to the public. 

Powell designed the site to be a place 
where homeowners can share pictures, sto- 
ries, advice and information in an interac- 
tive way Most of the projects posted online 
are from homeowners who have done the 
work themselves, but some have had pro- 
fessional help for part or all of the job. 

Powell also invites landscape profession- 
als to post photos of their work. 

Projects on the site are clustered by 
type: large and small yards, front and back 
gardens, hardscape, lighting, pools, pati- 
os, water features, etc. Call up the out- 
door kitchen section, for example, and 
you can see 87 photos that chronicle the 
step-by-step progress of Mike and Leslie’s 
kitchen— it’s not done yet— that includes 
a cooler, sink, four-burner propane grill, 
stainless-steel open-air wood grill and bar 
seating for six. 

Visitors to the site can view the projects 




as slide shows or look at individual photos 
as thumbnails. They also can ask questions 
and post comments. Those wishing to 
add photos of their own projects must go 
through a simple registration process. 

“Some people just go in and post a few 
pictures of a completed project, but others

is coming along,” Powell says. Weekend
